Osanna 
and while the orchestra and chorus proclaim Osanna the principal 
violin and double bass and cello are silent and they are resting.

A 
dialogue and the alto Sings Agnus dei qui tollis peccata mundi 
and then XXV. Dona nobis pacem and everyone on stage including 
the four soloists is Singing and playing and celebrating and 
there is a difference between everyone on stage and everyone on 
stage including the four Soloists. The beginning of the Mass in 
B minor and everyone on stage including the four Soloists is 
Singing and playing and celebrating and the ending of the Mass in 
B minor and everyone on stage including the four Soloists is 
singing and playing and celebrating and when for example "XX, 
Sanctus XXI. Osanna gloriously jubilant and everyone on stage is 
singing and playing and celebrating" the four soloists were not 
singing and playing and celebrating. Singing and playing and 
celebrating and Johann Sebastian Bach's Mass in B minor and only at 
the beginning and at the ending everyone on stage including the four 
soloists was singing and playing and celebrating. Singing and 
playing and celebrating and Wagner said that Beethoven's Symphony 
in A minor, No. Z was "the apotheosis of the dance" and that that 
symphony "belongs to the Night Spirit and his crew, and if anyone 
plays it, tables and benches, cans and cups, the grand-mother, 
the blind and the lame, aye, the children in the cradle, fall 

to dancing." The Night Spirit and his crew and everyone falls 

to dancing and Mass in B Minor and everyone falls to singing and 
playing and celebrating. Celebrations and form and repetition and 
the age of counterpoint and Bach lived but to worship God and to 


write music. Celebrations and form and repetition and the age of 
the sonata and Bach's son Karl Philipp Emanuel is the transitional 


figure between the age of counterpoint and the age of the sonata 
and when Bach died on July 28, 1750 he was buried in the churchyard 
of St. John in Leipzig and no identification was put on his grave. 
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
